Motorists driving at speeds too 
fast for road conditions was the 
main reason for several accidents 
and mishaps on local roads last 
Thursday, including one that injured 
a member of the Crawford County 
Sheriff Department. 

About four inches of heavy, wet 
snow fell that day. While roads 
were plowed and treated with de- 
icing agents earlier in the day, once 


the sun went down and tempera-— 


tures dropped, the slush and mois- 
_ ture from earlier in the day froze on 
road surfaces, leaving driving con- 
ditions treacherous in many areas 
across the county. 

Sheriff Dave Lovely said his 
department responded’ to 20 acci- 
dent calls on December 20 from 8 
a.m. until 10:45 p.m. Most of the 
calls came in the evening and from 
a short stretch of northbound I-75, 
between the U.S.27 split and the 
rest stop just north of the Four Mile 
Road exit. 

Many drivers lost control on the 
icy road and ended up in the median 
or off the side of the roadway, some 
striking trees. Tow trucks, law 
enforcement and emergency med- 
ical personnel were kept busy along 
the stretch of freeway for hours. 

Once emergency vehicles were 
on scene with lights warning 
approaching vehicles of trouble 
ahead, many other drivers’ attempts 
to slow down were in vain, sending

more vehicles of the road. Some 
vehicles hit others already disabled. 

More than once, members of law 
enforcement, talking via police 
radio, called for the roads to be salt- 


ed, that the Four Mile Road over- 


pass was “nothing but a sheet of 
ice.” One even commented if some- 
thing weren’t done soon, some dri- 
ver would plow into one of their 
patrol cars. Just moments later, that 
comment became a reality. 

Patrol Sergeant Rich Meyer, who 
also serves as the department’s 
detective, received a head injury 
when his patrol car was struck from 
behind just after 7:30 p.m. 

When the collision occurred, 
Meyer was seated in his car, helping

Dwayne “Tommy” Ramsey 
arrived home on Friday, a little sore 
but in good spirits. Tommy under- 
went surgery to remove a brain 
tumor that caused the youngster to 
have severe headaches and dizzi- 
ness before it was discovered. 

Surgery went well on December 
18 at Detroit Children’s Hospital, 
but doctors were only able to 
remove 80% of what they are call- 
ing a fast-growing tumor located 
between the two halves of the brain. 
Family friend Lisa Burrell, who has 
served as a spokesperson for the 
family, said the tumor has spider- 
webbed around Tommy’s brain, so 
the nine-year old will have to under- 
go chemotherapy to halt the growth 
of the tumor. 

Last week, we told you about 
how Tommy’s family and friends

“The community’s support has been 
overwhelming,” said Mychele 
Parsons, Tommy’s mother.

another motorist fill out an acci- 
dent report. Road Patrol Deputy 
Shawn Kraycs witnessed the colli- 
sion and went to Meyer’s aid. He 
found Sgt. Meyer with a head 
injury and non-responsive.

still under observation at the hos- 
pital, but was expected to go 
home soon and make a full recov- 
ery.

January is Radon Action Month 


In observance of National Radon 
Action Month, District Health 
Department #10 will have Radon 
test kits available to the public at no 
charge for the month of January in 
an effort to educate more home own- 
ers on the benefits of testing for 
Radon gas levels. 

Radon:is a national environmental 
health problem. Elevated Radon lev- 
els have been discovered in virtually 
every-state. The Environmental - 

tection. Agency (EPA) estimates 
hat ‘as many as 8 million homes 
throughout the country have elevat- 
ed levels of radon. Radon, which is a 
cancer-causing radioactive gas, is 
produced by the decay of uranium- 
238, which is found in the earth’s 
mantle. Radon is a colorless, odor- 
less gas, which is dangerous because 
if inhaled, it can lodge in the lungs 
and cause lung cancer. Next to 
smoking’ and second-hand smoke, 
indoor Radon levels have been 
judged to be the most serious envi- 
ronmental carcinogen to which the 
general public is exposed. If you 
smoke and your home has high 
Radon levels, your risk of getting 
cancer is especially high. 

The primary route of potential 
human exposure to Radon is inhala- 
tion. Radon seeps into homes and 
workplaces from the surrounding 
soil through cracks and other open- 
ings in the foundation or basements 
of buildings. Other pathways 
include dirt floors, cracked walls, 
joints, drains, and sumps. Every 
building has low pressure areas that 
can draw Radon indoors. Radon gas 
is undetectable to humans due to its’ 
lack of Visibility, taste, and smell. 
During the winter months, Radon 
seems to be at its highest because 
homes are closed up with less venti- 
lation. Throughout the winter we 
have our furnaces running and the 
heated air rises, leaving a slight vac- 


uum near the floor, which helps 
draw in Radon. Based on current 
exposure and risk estimates, Radon 
exposure in single-family houses 
may be a casual factor in as many as 
20,000 of the total lung cancer fatal- 
ities that occur each year. Scientific 
studies of Radon exposure indicate 
that children may be more sensitive 
to Radon than adults. This may be 
due to their higher respiration rate 

and «their ~repidly~ dividing cells, 
which may be more vulnerable to 
radiation damage. 

The US. Environmental 
Protection Agency, Surgeon 
General, American Lung 
Association, American Medical 
Association, and the National Safety 
Council all recommend testing your 
home for Radon. If you find that 
your home has high Radon levels, 
there are ways to reduce the concen- 
trations. Even very high levels can 
be reduced to acceptable levels. 

Testing is the only way to know 
your home’s Radon levels. There are 
no immediate symptoms that will 
alert you to the presence of Radon. It 
typically takes years of exposure 
before any problems surface and 
then it’s too late. 

If your homes’ Radon levels are 
high, bring in an experienced con- 
tractor to assess the situation and 
recommend solutions. Sealing 
Radon entry points and proper venti- 
lation are the usual solutions to a 
Radon problem. The kit available 
for testing is easy to use and during

The skiing will roughly follow the 
Old Growth Trail through these 
magnificent giants and across the 
grounds of the Logging Museum, 
which. will be open on_ these 
evenings and interprets the history 
of Michigan’s historic logging 
industry. Skiers will have the oppor- 
tunity to ski this freshly groomed 
and tracked trail of approximately 
one mile as many times as they wish.

Mohammed 
practiced FORCE: Christ preached FAITH 
(John 6:29,35). Mohammed was a WAR- 
RIOR; Christ is a DELIVERER (Col. 1:13:

Are your pesticides and fertilizers 
stored in a safe place? If you have a 


‘spill, do you know how to safely 


clean it up? A key message of the 
Michigan Groundwater Stewardship 
Program is to educate people on 
proper storage and cleanup of pesti- 
cide/fertilizer spills. If hazardous 
material is in your home or garage, 
using a storage/spill kit is a simple 
way to prevent an accident from 
occurring. 


Making a storage/spill kit is easy 
and relatively inexpensive too. First 
you need a storage container and a 
lock. Containers can range in price 
from $4 to $25. These act as a sec- 
ondary containment, keeping spills 
or leaks from spreading onto the 
ground and possibly into your water 
supply. Locked containers also pre- 
vent access by children or animals. 

Once you purchase a container to 
hold your hazardous material, you 


New Internet guide helps 
people apply for disability 


In Michigan, 176,000 people 
receive monthly disability benefits 
under programs run. by the Social 
Security Administration. All of 
them have one thing in common: 
they each had to complete a long, 
detailed form describing their con- 
dition, how it developed, and their 
treatment sources (Disability Report 
- SSA-3368). A new Internet tool 
provides online help in completing 
the form, making it easier for adults 
who want to file for disability bene- 
fits. 

“The form helps us obtain infor- 
mation about an applicant’s condi- 
tion, and is our key to obtaining 
medical records,” said Sue 
Soderberg, manager of the Traverse 
City office. “Completing the form 
well can make a difference in how 
long it takes to process your claim.” 

While claims representatives help

applicants complete the form, it is 
best for individuals to have as much 
of the form completed as possible 
before the interview. There is no 
question that people who complete 
the form well find the disability 
interview easier. The information 
on the form makes the claims 
process a lot smoother,” Soderberg 
said. 

“With the new online tool, appli- 
cants can get online _ help. 
Claimants can click on any section 
of the form for a “plain language” 
explanation of what information is 
needed, why: we need the informa- 
tion, and how answers will help us- 
in making a disability decision.”

should add materials to aid in the 
clean up of a spill. Of course you 
will want gloves, but not the stan- 
dard garden glove. You should 
invest in neoprene gloves, which 
range in price from $3 to $10. 
These gloves are chemical resistant 
and won’t allow the spill to soak 
through the glove and reach your 
hand. Safety goggles, which also 
range in price from $4 to $10, are 
essential for protecting your eyes 
from exposure to harsh chemicals. 
Eyes are extremely sensitive and 
need to be protected. Lastly, don’t 
forget to wear protective clothing 
when dealing with spilled hazardous 
material. 

Now that your body is safe, you 
can clean up any spills. It it is a liq- 
uid spill, use a product to soak up 
the liquid. Kitty litter is excellent 
and ranges in price from $1 to $4. If

the spilled hazardous material is dry, 
then you will want to have a broom 
and dust pan to sweep it up. Once 
swept up, you can reuse the product 
as originally intended. Be sure the 
dust pan is plastic. Because metal 
may spark and the material spilled 
may be flammable, a fire can occur. 
If you do not want to reuse the dry 
spill or it is a liquid spill, dispose of 
it in a garbage bag. Garbage bags, 
are a good way to contain spills and 
range in price from $1 to $2.

More than 10,000 blood donors 
discovered to have hepatitis C 


In the hours and days following 
the September | tragedy, hundreds 
of thousands of Americans lined up 
at blood banks across the country to 
give the gift of life. But now thou- 
sands of first time donors are find- 
ing out they need medical treatment 
themselves. 

The American Liver Foundation 
estimates more than 10,000 post- 
attack donors will be notified they 
have hepatitis C, the virus that caus- 
es a potentially fatal liver disease. 
And like most of the 4.5 million 
Americans who ate infected with 
hepatitis C, they had no idea they 
even had the virus. 

Thomas Shehab, M.D., a fellow 
in the gastroenterology division at 
the University of Michigan Health 
System, said awareness is the 
biggest problem with this disease. 
“Only a minority of people infected 
with the hepatitis C virus know it, 
and a small percentage have 
received treatment,” Shehab said. 
“Hepatitis C rarely causes immedi- 
ate symptoms so it can go undetect- 
ed for years. That’s why it is so 
important we find a way to screen 
for this virus before it’s too late.” 

Shehab recently presented results 
that support the need for such 
screening at a meeting of the 
American College of 
Gastroenterology. He and col- 
leagues John Inadomi, M.D., assis- 
tant professor of internal medicine, 
and Mark Fendrick, M.D., associate 
professor of internal medicine, 
found that hepatitis C virus screen- 


ing of all middle-aged Americans 
has the potential! to provide substan- 
tial health benefits at a minimal 
cost. 

Using a Markov simutation, the 
U-M_ researchers estimated the 
impact of hepatitis C screening on 
life expectancy and the associated 
medical costs in a population of 45- 
year old Americans. 


Assuming that response to thera- " 


py Jed to long-term medical care, 
they found population-based 
screening would cost approximate- 
ly $11,000 per life year saved. This 


cost is well below the $50,000 per 
life year saved generally considered 
to be acceptable in the U.S. 

This research suggests that popu- 
lation-based hepatitis screening of 
U.S. citizens may be cost effective. 

Shehab said he doesn’t want the 
fear of a surprise hepatitis C diag- 
nosis to discourage Americans from 
giving blood. In fact, he said all the 
patients who recently learned they 
had the virus should be reassured, 
because he said knowing you have 
hepatitis C is the first battle. Ask 
your doctor about the test today. 


Facts about Hepatitis C 
How does a person get hepatitis C? The disease is spread primarily by 
direct contact with human blood. Worldwide, unscreened blood transfu- 
sions and re-use of needles and syringes not adequately sterilized are the 
major causes of hepatitis C. it can also be transmitted through ear and 
body piercing as well as tattooing when equipment isn't properly sterilized. 
It can also be contracted by having sex with an infected person or sharing 
shaving razors with one. It is not spread by sneezing, coughing, food or 
water, sharing eating utensils, hugging or casual contact. 


What does the disease do? Of every 100 persons infected, 75 to 85 
may develop long-term infection; 70 persons may develop chronic liver dis 
ease; 15 may develop cirrhosis over a period of 20 to 30 years; less than 
three percent may die from the consequences of tong term infection such 


as liver cancer or cirrhosis. Hepatitis C is a leading indication for liver 


transplants. 


What treatment is available? Antiviral drugs such as interferon used 
alone or in combination with ribavirin are approved for the treatment of 
persons with chronic hepatitis C. This treatment is not always successful. 


How do | avoid hepatitis C’? No vaccine is currently available to prevent 
hepatitis C. The Centers for Disease Control recommends no intravenous 
itegal drug usage; vaccinate against hepatitis A and B; don’t share tooth- 
brushes, razors or other personal care items that might have blood on 
them; healthcare workers should always follow routine barrier precautions; 
and consider all the health risks of tattoos, piercings and unprotected sex 


with more than one partner.

NOTICE OF AMENDMENT TO 
SOUTH BRANCH TOWNSHIP 
CEMETERY ORDINANCE 


During a regularly scheduled South Branch Township Board meeting on December 
11, 2001, the following amendment to the Township's Cemetery Ordinance was 
approved by a majority of the Board: 


Section 2: Definitions 


Was amended to include the following definitions: 
“C. Cremains are the ashes of cremated human remains. 
D. The terms “heirs at law” and “next of kin” as they are used in this 
ordinance, shall be defined in accordance with the State of 
Michigan's statutes on intestate succession.” 


Section 8a was added to amend South Branch Township's Cemetery 
Ordinance as follows: 


“Section 8a: CREMATION INTERMENT 


A. Full burial of cremains shall be subject to the Sexton's approval, 
although no more than eight cremains shail be interred in a single burial space. 
Pursuant to approval from the Sexton, additional cremains may be subsequently 
buried until no more than eight cremains are interred in a single burial space. 

B. Only one fee will be charged for a burial space notwithstanding the ini- 
tial interment of multiple cremains. The price for the burial space will be determined 
pursuant to Section 8A above. A grave opening and closing fee shall be charged 
each time additional cremains are interred in a single burial space. When multtipte 
cremains are interred at one time, only one opening and closing fae shall be 
charged. 

C. Markers or memorials for cremains shall be subject to Section 7, 
above. 

D. All other sections of the Cemetery Ordinance not inconsistent with the 
provisions in this section shall apply to the interment of cremains.”

January 5, 1956

“Ten cent tax bill ‘held valid by 


Supreme Court.” The above 
telegram was received Wednesday 
forenoon and was sent by William 
Green, our representative in the 
State Legislature. This information 
was immediately conveyed to the 
Crawford County Board of 
Supervisors which was in session at 
the Court House at that time, and 
other interested citizens. This 
means that the State of Michigan 
must pay to the townships of 
Michigan in which there are state- 
owned lands not being used for pub- 
lic parks, etc., the amount of 10 
cents per acre annually. This money 
will come to the county treasurer 
who will distribute same to the sev- 
eral townships in accordance with 
the number of acres of such lands as 
lie therein. A rough estimate of the 
acres of such lands in Crawford 
County is approximately 100,000. 
In this county there are many acres 
of state-owned lands upon which 
there will be no tax paid. For 
instance, the Hanson Military 
reserve contains 15,000 acres and 
the Hartwick Pines has an area of 
8,000 acres, all of which is exempt 
from this 10 cent per acre tax. 
Special message from the Tri- 
County Telephone Co., Alpena. 
states that Calvin Coolidge, former 
President of the United States. 
dropped dead this afternoon.
